Birthday  greetings  from  the  southern  tip  of  Africal 

The  Mission  Presidency,  the  missionaries,  and  saints  of  the  South 
African  Mission  wish  to  extend  our  congratulations  and  best  wishes  to 
you  for  a  very  happy  92nd  birthday. 

We  hope  you  will  permit  us  the  liberty  of  feeling  a  little  closer  to  you 
than  we  might  otherwise  because  of  your  wonderful  visit  to  South  Africa 
in  January  1954.  There  are  many  of  us  who  travelled  long  distances  to  be 
present  in  the  meetings  that  you  were  to  address,  who  remember  your  visit 
as  one  of  the  highlights  in  our  lives.  We  wish  it  were  possible  that  you 
could  come  again. 

Even  though  fifteen-thousand  miles  of  land  and  sea  separate  us,  the 
spirit  of  your  leadership  has  guided  the  progress  of  the  Church  in  Africa. 
Since  1951,  five-hundred  and  fifteen  missionaries  have  borne  witness  to 
the  restoration  of  the  Gospel.  Sixty-eight  of  these  missionaries  were  called 
from  the  ranks  of  the  mission  youth,  while  one-hundred  and  fifty  were 
from  Canada  and  two-hundred  and  ninety-seven  were  from  the  United 
States. 

Through  the  efforts  of  these  missionaries,  the  membership  of  the 
Church  has  doubled  in  South  Africa.  Fourteen  new  branches  have  been 
organized  bringing  the  total  to  twenty-two.  Nineteen  of  these  branches 
are  meeting  in  chapels.  New  chapels  have  been  erected  for  seventeen  of 
the  branches  since  1951,  and  one  branch  has  been  divided  and  are  now 
holding  services  in  the  same  chapel.  The  Church  continues  to  grow,  and 
there  are  three  more  chapels  under  construction  and  in  the  planning  stages. 

The  first  Elder's  Quorum  was  organized  in  January  1955.  Under  the 
direction  of  the  Mission  President,  four  quorums  were  organized  earlier 
this  year.  There  are  now  three-hundred  and  twenty-three  Elders  in  the 
mission. 

All  branches,  districts,  and  mission  auxiliaries  have  been  placed  under 
local  leadership.  The  Mission  Relief  Society  Presidency,  made  up  of  local 
sisters  is  instituting  the  Mormon  art  of  quilting  to  the  sisters  of  the  mission. 
The  MIA  annually  holds  a  youth  convention. 

Since  your  visit  to  us  in  1954,  the  headquarters  of  the  mission  have 
been  moved  from  Cape  Town  to  Johannesburg,  which  is  more  centrally 
located.  Our  beautiful  new  mission  home  is  at  Cumorah,  Houghton. 

Significant  changes  have  been  made  in  proselyting  methods,  and  the 
Share  the  Gospel  Programme  has  been  given  additional  emphasis.  Trans- 
lation of  the  missionary  discussions  into  the  Afrikaans  language  has  been 
completed  and  the  translation  of  hymns  and  literature  is  now  being  done. 

Because  South  Africa  is  a  bilingual  nation,  the  South  African  Mission 
became  a  foreign  speaking  mission  with  missionaries  serving  two-  and 
one-half  years. 

The  saints  have  accepted  new  programmes  as  given  by  the  First  Presi- 
dency and  the  General  Authorities.  Many  have  also  spent  their  savings  to 
go  to  the  temple  in  London,  and  many  more  families  are  planning  to  go. 

The  mission  publication  entered  its  fourtieth  year  of  publication,  and 
the  local  press  has  given  coverage  to  General  Conference  which  was  heard 
in  South  Africa  this  year  over  WRUL. 

We  support  and  sustain  you  in  your  calling  and  we  remember  you  in 
our  prayers.  On  this,  your  day,  if  perchance  you  should  hear  the  strains 
of  a  familiar  hymn  echoing  across  the  miles,  know  that  it  is  the  saints 
and  missionaries  of  South  Africa  joining  with  their  brothers  and  sisters  in 
every  land  in  singing  "We  Thank  Thee  O  God  For  A  Prophet". 

May  our  Father  in  Heaven  continue  to  bless  you  and  your  devoted 
companion.  Sister  McKay.

THE  PROPHET 
AND  THE  PRESIDENT 


rpHERE  was  a  time  in  the  history 
•*■  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints  that  American 
government  leaders  avoided  linked 
with  the  Mormon  people  and  more 
especially  their  "so  called"  prophets. 

President  Joseph  Smith  was  once 
informed  by  President  Martin  Van 
Buren  that  "your  cause  is  just,  but 
I  can  do  nothing  for  you.  If  I  were 
to  take  up  with  you  Mormons,  I 
would  lose  the  vote  of  the  entire 
state  of  Missouri."  The  prophet  had 
gone  to  Washington  to  plead  the 
cause  of  the  Mormon  settlers  who 
had  been  brutally  driven  from  their 
homes.  There  was  no  place  in 
Washington  for  the  voice  of  a  pro- 
phet. 

Times  have  changed. 

Today  the  President  of  the  United 
States  deems  it  an  honour  to  have 
as  a  "good  friend"  the  Mormon 
Prophet.  The  following  appeared  in 
the  Church  News  published  in  Salt 
Lake  City. 
FLAG   FOR   THE   PRESIDENT 

Three  large  American  flags  flew 
over  the  American  Capitol  during 
last  January's  presidential  inaugural 
ceremonies. 

Today  one  of  these  flags  is  in  the 
possession  of  President  David  O. 
McKay  as  a  further  indication  of 
the  genuine  friendship  between  the 
Church  leader  and  President 
Johnson. 

President  Johnson  received  one  of 
the  flags  and  Vice  President  Hubert 
H.  Humphrey  received  the  second. 
The  third  was  sent  by  President 
Johnson  to  President  McKay  in  ap- 
preciation for  the  singing  at  the  in- 
auguration of  the  Salt  Lake  Taber- 
nacle Choir. 

The  presentation  of  the  flag  is 
the  latest  in  a  series  of  events  that 
indicate  that  President  McKay 
commands  the  respect  and  friend- 
ship of  the  American  President.  As 
examples  of  this  growing  list  of 
friendship   greetings,    the   following 


statements  were  taken  from  the  Im- 
provement Era  and  of  articles  titled 
"The    Church     Moves     On."    Each 
section    is   dated. 
January    14,    1965 

President  David  O.  McKay  in- 
dicated that  it  would  be  impossible 
for  him  and  Sister  McKay  to  re- 
spond to  a  personal  invitation  from 
President  Lyndon  Johnson  dated 
Janaury,  4,  in  which  the  Chief  Exe- 
cutive remembered  the  invitation  he 
had  given  verbally  last  September 
in  Salt  Lake  City  and  said :  "I  would 
now  like  to  confirm  that  invitation 
in  writing  and  to  let  you  know  that 
Mrs.  Johnson  and  1  would  be  great- 
ly pleased  if  you  and  Mrs.  McKay 
could  be  here  in  Washington  on  this 
occasion." 

President  McKay  replied  that  he 
was  deeply  honoured,  but  that  his 
doctors  "advised  it  would  be  unwise 
for  us  to  make  the  trip  back  to 
Washington  this  time."  He  also 
gave  the  assurance  "that  you  have 
our  heartfelt  congratulations  and 
best  wishes  during  this  momentous 
time  in  your  lives  .  .  .  The  honour 
and  obligations  that  have  been 
placed  upon  you  as  President  of  the 
United  States  are  beyond  man's 
ability  to  weigh  or  measure,  and 
can  be  carried  successfully  only  with 
the  help  of  Divine  Providence.  We 
pray  for  your  divine  guidance  in 
using  the  powers  of  your  office  in 
the  presevation  of  Freedom,  Justice, 
Enlightment,  and  Peace  among 
men." 
January  20,  1965 

The  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle  Choir 
sang  at  the  inauguration  of  Presi- 
dent Lyndon   B.   Johnson.    ■ 

Later  in  the  afternoon  President 
Johnson  telephoned  President  Mc- 
Kay saying  "Dr.  McKay  (a  term 
President  Johnson  often  uses),  I  want 
you  to  know  that  I  was  thinking 
of  you  during  my  inaugural  ceremo- 
nies and  I  think  you  will  be  pleased  to 
know  that  the  singing  of  the  Taber- 
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nacle  Choir  was  the  best  thing  con- 
nected with  the  ceremonies.  They 
did  wonderfully  well.  They  had  a 
very  difficult  time  getting  here,  and 
they  were  worn  out,  but  their  physi- 
cal discomforts  were  not  reflected  in 
their  voices.  You  can  be  mighty 
proud  of  your  work  with  them,  and 
the  whole  world  heard  them  by 
Telstar  television  and  radio.  I  think 
you  will  be  getting  some  very  fine 
reports  about  them." 

President  McKay  replied :  "I  am 
highly  honoured  to  receive  this  call. 
I  am  thankful  to  know  that  you  were 
satisfied  with  the  singing  of  the 
choir  and  to  know  that  I  was  in 
your  thoughts  during  this  busy 
time."  President  Johnson  also  spoke 
with  Sister  McKay,  admonishing 
her,  "Take  care  of  my  good  friend, 
President  McKay." 

"The  Lord  continues  to  bless 
you,"  President  McKay  replied. 
"Good  night,"  said  the  American 
President,  "and  give  my  love  to 
Mrs.  McKay." 

February  19,   1965 

President  David  O.  McKay  in  the 
hospital  for  tests  and  recovering 
from  lung  congestion,  was  cheered 
today  by  the  arrival  of  two  and  a 
half  dozen  carnations  from  Presi- 
dent  Lyndon   B.   Johnson. 

One  of  the  Major  publications  in 


America  recently  began  a  lengthy 
article  on  the  Church  by  recording 
the  following  incident. 

//  was  the  "spiritual  welfare"  of 
the  nation,  if  not  the  revelation  of 
God,  that  Washington  wanted  to 
discuss  with  the  Mormon  leaders, 
and  an  appointment  with  President 
Lyndon  B.  Johnson  had  now  been 
confirmed.  At  ten  o'clock  the  next 
morning,  McKay  and  Counselor 
Tanner  were  on  the  first  lap  of  a 
two-day,  almost  four-thousand-mile 
trip  to  and  from  the  nation's  capi- 
tal, during  the  course  of  which  they 
visited  with  the  Utah  congressional 
delegation,  had  their  lunch  and  talk 
with  President  Johnson  at  the  White 
House,  and  soon  afterwards  flew 
back  to  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  Church  has  never  taken  a 
stand  as  a  Church  in  politics,  but 
does  however  declare  in  its  Article 
of  Faith  :  "We  believe  in  being  sub- 
ject to  kings,  presidents,  rulers  and 
magistrates  in  obeying,  honouring, 
and  sustaining  the  law." 

Other  recent  American  Presidents 
have  also  extended  greetings  of 
friendship  to  President  McKay. 
Harry  S.  Truman,  Dwight  D.  Eisen- 
hower, and  the  late  John  F.  Kennedy 
have  all  visited  with  the  Church 
leader  in  Salt    Lake  City.

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EDITORIAL 

PRESIDENT  DAVID  0.  MCKAY 
-A  LIFE  OF  SERVICE 

DAVID  O.  McKAY  has  been  President  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints  since  April  9,  1951.  At  that  time  he  was  "sus- 
tained" in  this  position  by  the  membership  of  the  Church  assembled  in 
the  Tabernacle  on  Temple  Square  in  Salt  Lake  City.  He  succeeded  George 
Albert  Smith,  who  died  April  4,  1951.  He  is  the  ninth  in  succession  since 
Joseph  Smith,  founder  and  first  prophet  of  the  Church. 

Prior  to  this,  he  had  served  as  Second  Counselor  in  the  First  Presi- 
dency since  October  11,  1934.  He  had  worked  in  this  capacity  under  two 
Presidents,  Heber  J.  Grant  and  George  Albert  Smith,  and  had  been  respon- 
sible, among  other  things,  for  the  worldwide  missionary  activities  of  the 
Church. 

President  McKay  was  born  in  Huntsville,  Ogden  Valley,  Weber 
County,  Utah,  September  8,  1873.  He  is  a  son  of  David  McKay,  a  Mormon 
convert  from  Scotland,  and  Jeanette  Evans.  The  boy  became  acquainted 
with  Mormon  missionary  activity  when  he  was  seven  years  of  age.  At 
that  time  his  father  was  called  to  serve  as  a  missionary  in  the  British  Isles 
for  a  period  of  two  years.  His  mother  and  the  rest  of  his  family  remained 
at  home  and  operated  the  family  farm  to  maintain  their  father  in  his 
missionary  labours. 

David  O.  McKay  received  his  early  education  in  Huntsville,  and  in 
1894  he  entered  the  University  of  Utah  in  Salt  Lake  City.  He  was  graduated 
in  1897  and  was  valedictorian  of  his  class.  Later  in  the  same  year  he  was 
called  to  serve  as  a  missionary  of  the  Church,  and  followed  in  his  father's- 
footsteps  to  the  British  Isles.  In  March,  1898  he  was  appointed  President 
of  the  Glasgow  District  of  the  British  Mission,  and  served  in  this  capacity 
until  he  was  released  to  return  home  in  September,  1899. 

He  received  appointment  that  same  year  as  a  teacher  in  the  Weber 
Stake  Academy,  now  Weber  State  College,  in  Ogden,  Utah.  In  1902  he 
was  named  superintendent  of  this  institution. 

In  April,  1906,  he  was  called  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Council  of 
Twelve  Apostles  of  the  Church,  and  a  few  months  later  became  an  Assis- 
tant Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  Union  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  In  1918  he  was  appointed  General  Superinten- 
dent, and  served  in  this  capacity  until  he  was  named  a  member  of  the 
First  Presidency  in  1934. 

In  1921  he  made  a  world-wide  tour  of  Mormon  missions.  Travelling 
more  than  62,000  miles,  he  visited  all  missions  except  the  South  African.  In 
1922  he  was  appointed  President  of  the  European  Missions  of  the  Church 
with  headquarters  in  England.  He  returned  to  Salt  Lake  City  two  years 
later. 

For  the  next  ten  years  he  continued  his  work  as  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles,  directing  the  world-wide  activities  of  the 
Church,  until  1934  when  President  Heber  J.  Grant  selected  him  as  Second 
Counselor  in  the  First  Presidency.  When  President  Grant  died  in  1945, 
and  George  Albert  Smith  succeeded  him  as  President,  he  also  chose  David 
O.  McKay  as  a  counselor. 

President  McKay  married  Emma  Ray  Riggs  of  Salt  Lake  City  on  Jan- 
uary 2,  1901.  On  January  2,  1965  they  commemorated  their  64th  Wedding 
Anniversary.  They  are  parents  of  the  following  children :  David  Lawrence 
McKay,  Dr.  Llewellyn  Riggs  McKay,  Royal  Riggs  McKay,  Mrs.  Lou  Jean 
Blood,  Mrs.  Emma  Rae  Aston,  Dr.  Edward  Riggs  McKay,  and  Robert 
Riggs  McKay.

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FIRST  PRESIDENCY  ASSIGNS 
GENERAL  AUTHORITIES 
TO    PRESIDE   OVER   SA. 

A  plan  of  supervision  of  missions  which  enlarges  the  world  assignments 
of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  and  others  of  the  General  Authorities  of  the 
Church  and  which  will  indirectly  if  not  directly  affect  the  lives  of  the 
saints  in  Southern  Africa,  was  announced  recently  by  the  First  Presidency. 
The  new  Plan  will  divide  the  missions  of  the  world  into  12  large  areas, 
with  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  directly  in  charge  of  each 
area.  One  or  more  of  the  Assistants  to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  or  of 
the  First  Council  of  the  Seventy,  will  serve  in  each  area  as  a  supervisor 
under  the  direction  of  the  member  of  the  Twelve. 

Elder  Ezra  Taft  Benson  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles  and 
Elder  Sterling  W.  Still,  one  of  the  Assistants  to  the  Twelve,  were  appointed 
by  President  David  O.  McKay  and  his  counselors  to  head  the  British  Isles- 
Southern  Africa  Area. 

The  assignments  became  effective  on  August  1,  1965.  Is  is  anticipated 
that  the  various  assignments  made  by  the  First  Presidency  will  be  rotated 
from  time  to  time. 

The  members  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  and  other  supervising  General 
Authorities  will  make  such  visits  to  the  Mission  as  are  adjudged 
necessary  by  the  members  of  the  Twelve  responsible  for  the  various  areas. 

The  missions  included  in  the  British  Isles-Southern  Africa  area  are  as 
follows :  British,  Central  British,  British  North,  British  South,  British 
Southwest,  Irish,  Scottish,  and  South  African. 

In  his  position  as  President  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  President 
Joseph  Fielding  Smith,  will  be  left  free  of  any  specific  assignments  so 
that  he  may  have  the  time  to  carry  on  his  responsibities  in  directing  the 
Twelve,  the  Seventy,  and  Presiding  Bishopric  in  their  assignments  to  stake 
conference  and  other  responsibilities.  The  veteran  church  leader  also  serves 
as  Church  Historian  and  Recorder. 

The  new  program  of  supervision  accords  with  the  modern  revelation 
as  follows : 

"The  twelve  are  a  Travelling  Presiding  High  Council,  to  officiate  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  under  the  direction  of  the  Presidency  of  the  Church, 
agreeable  to  the  institution  of  heaven;  to  build  up  the  church,  and  regulate 
all  the  affairs  of  the  same  in  all  nations,  first  unto  the  Gentiles  and  secondly 
unto  the  Jews."  (D  &  C  107:33,35) 

N.B.  The  announcement  of  the  enlargement  of  world  assignments  of 
the  General  Authorities  appeared  to  the  public  first  in  the  CHURCH  NEWS 
and  was  sent  to  South  Africa  by  air  mail.  Special  thanks  is  given  to  the 
CHURCH  NEWS  for  the  information  used  in  the  preceding  report.  Sub- 
scriptions to  the  CHURCH  NEWS  are  available  from  the  Mission  Office.

President  McKay  is  the  oldest  man  to  hold  the  Presidency  of  the 
Church  in  this  dispensation.  He  has  led  a  life  full  of  service  to  the  Lord. 
The  example  that  he  has  set  for  the  people  he  leads  will  live  in  their 
hearts  forever.  His  precepts  are  indeed  reflected  in  his  own  character. 
Consequently  he  is  loved  by  all  who  know  him.

T^LDER  Ezra  Taft  Benson  is  a  Member  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
-"  Apostles  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  since  July, 
1943.  Proir  to  that,  from  1934  to  1937  he  was  a  member  of  the  stake  pre- 
sidency of  the  Boise  Stake  in  Idaho.  The  following  year  the  stake  was 
divided  and  he  was  appointed  President  of  the  Boise  stake  for  about  two 
years.  He  then  moved  to  Washington,  D.C.,  where  he  served  as  the  first 
President  of  the  Washington  Stake,  comprising  all  members  of  the  Church 
in  and  immediately  adjacent  to  the  Nation's  Capitol,  which  position  he 
occupied  until  called  to  serve  in  the  Council  of  the  Twelve. 

Elder  Benson  is  a  great-grandson  of  Apostle  Ezra  T.  Benson,  one  of 
the  original  pioneers  who  entered  the  Salt  Valley  with  Brigham  Young  on 
July  24,  1847, 

His  parents  were  among  the  early  settlers  of  Southern  Idaho,  where  in 
the  small  town  of  Whitney  he  was  born  August  4,  1899. 

As  a  young  man  he  was  always  active  in  scouting  and  Priesthood 
work,  acting  also  as  secretary  and  teaching  in  the  Church  auxiliaries.  He 
attended  the  Oneida  Stake  Academy  and  later  the  Agricultural  College 
at  Logan,  Utah. 

From  1921  to  1923  he  served  as  a  missionary  for  the  Church  in  the 
British  Isles.  On  his  return  home,  he  continued  his  education  at  the 
Brigham  Young  Univerversity  at  Provo,  Utah,  where  he  was  graduated  with 
honours  and  a  scholarship  to  the  Iowa  State  College  at  Ames,  Iowa.  At  this 
institution  he  received  his  M.S.  degree  and  was  elected  to  the  Honour 
Society  of  Agriculture.  Later  he  did  graduate  work  at  the  University  of 
California. 

From  1929  to  1930  he  served  as  county  agricultural  agent  in  his  native 
Idaho  and  a  year  later  was  asked  to  head  the  new  department  of  Agriculture 
Economics  and  Marketing  inaugurated  by  the  Extension  Division  of  the 
University  of  Idaho  at  Boise. 

He  helped  to  organize  the  Idaho  Co-operative  Council  and  served  as 
its  first  secretary.  In  the  spring  of  1939  he  received  the  distinct  honour  of 
being  appointed  the  executive  secretary  of  the  National  Council  of  Farmer 
Co-operatives,  a  federation  of  4,600  co-operative  groups.  Since  then  he  has 
served  on  several  advisory  committees  and  national  boards  in  the  field  of 
agriculture  and  scouting.  He  is  a  Trustee  and  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  American  Institute  of  Co-operation  and  is  a  member  of 
the  National  Executive  Board,  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  He  is  also  a  trustee 
of  the  Farm  Foundation. 

On  January  15,  1946,  he  was  appointed  to  preside  as  President  of  the 
European  Mission  of  the  Church  with  headquarters  in  London.  The  Euro- 
pean Saints  under  local  leadership  had  been  carrying  on  during  the  war 
under  the  most  distressing  circumstances.  Elder  Benson  was  sent  to  attend

T^LDER  Sterling  W.  Sill  is  an  Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
■"  Apostles,  one  of  the  principal  governing  bodies  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  and  is  also  a  prominent  Salt  Lake  City 
insurance  executive. 

He  was  born  March  31,  1903  at  Layton,  Utah,  a  son  of  Joseph  A.  and 
Marietta  Welling  Sill.  He  was  educated  in  the  Davis  County  Schools,  later 
studying  at  the  Utah  State  Agricultural  College  and  at  the  University  of 
Utah.  Prior  to  entering  the  insurance  field  in  1927,  he  taught  school  in  Davis 
County  for  a  year.  For  the  past  years  he  has  been  manager  of  the  Salt 
Lake  office  of  the  New  York  Life  Insurance  Company  and  in  1941  was 
made  inspector  for  the  company's  agencies  in  eight  western  American 
states.  He  was  the  first  Utahan  to  receive  the  degree  of  Certified  Life 
Underwriter. 

From  1940  to  1951,  Elder  Sill  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
of  the  University  of  Utah  and  was  Chairman  of  the  Board  during  the  last 
four  years  of  his  term.  He  has  been  twice  honored  by  the  University: 
first  in  June  of  1953  when  he  was  awarded  an  Honorary  Degree  of  Doctor 
of  Laws;  and  second  in  March  1954  when  a  new  building  on  the  campus 
was  named  the  Sterling  W.  Sill  Home  Living  Center. 

A  member  of  Salt  Lake's  Exchange  Club,  he  served  as  its  president. 
He  has  also  presided  over  the  Salt  Lake  Association  of  Life  Underwriters. 

Elder  Sill  has  always  been  active  in  the  Church.  He  interrupted  his 
education  to  accept  a  call  to  the  Southern  States  Mission  in  1924.  He 
served  as  a  Scoutmaster  for  nine  years;  as  a  member  of  the  North  Davis 
Stake  High  Council;  as  bishop  of  Garden  Park  Ward  in  Salt  Lake  City 
for  ten  years;  as  a  member  of  the  Bonneville  Stake  High  Council;  and — 
until  he  was  called  to  his  present  position — as  a  member  of  the  General 
Board  of  the  Deseret  Sunday  School  Union. 

On  September  4,  1929  he  married  Doris  Mary  Thornley  in  the  Salt 
Lake  Temple.  They  have  three  children. 

Elder  Sill  is  an  accomplished  writer  and  is  the  author  om  many  church 
books.  Some  of  his  works  include :  The  Way  of  Success,  Leadership  (two 
volumes),  The  upward  Reach,  The  Glory  of  the  Sun,  and  The  Law  of  the 
Harvest. 

Elder  Sill  also  writes  a  weekly  column  in  the  Church  News  under  the 
title  "Thoughts  to  Live  By." 

The  "Sunday  Evening  From  Temple  Square"  radio  program  is  heard 
throughout  the  world  and  features  talks  by  Elder  Sill.  The  busy  church 
man  does  two  radio  programs  a  week.

During  our  visits  to  the  London  Temple,  which  is  most  beautifully 
furnished,  and  situated  in  magnificent  grounds,  we  came  to  know  and 
admire  President  and  Sister  Selvoy  J.  Boyer,  the  Temple  President  and 
Matron.  President  Boyer  had  difficulty  in  pronouncing  our  name,  and  he 
invariably  called  us  "Kunitzsky".  We  also  met  two  ex-Mission  Presidents, 
President  Backman  and  President  Wright. 

We  received  our  Patriarchal  Blessings  from  Patriarch  Moore.  We  read 
them  often  for  they  inspire  and  help  us. 

We  attended  many  meetings  at  the  Hyde  Park  Chapel  which  is  situated 
in  the  middle  of  London;  and  heard  many  fine  speakers  including  Marion 
D.  Hanks  of  the  Council  of  Seventy,  and  Mark  E.  Peterson  of  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve. 

Another  highlight  of  our  trip  was  seeing  President  David  O.  McKay. 
We  heard  that  if  his  health  permitted,  he  would  dedicate  the  Chapel  at 
Merthyr  Tydfil,  Wales  the  birthplace  of  his  mother.  We  journeyed  to 
Wales  in  our  little  Austin  van  —  our  home  on  wheels.  We  arrived  in  time 
for  the  "Thanksgiving  Service"  on  Saturday  evening.  We  heard  talks  from 
many  of  the  "labour"  missionaries  who  had  worked  on  the  Chapel  — 
many  and  varied  were  their  experiences,  from  comical  to  miraculous. 
Merthyr  Tydfil  is  a  dark,  wet  rather  dreary  town,  and  the  Chapel  is  just 
the  opposite  —  light,  golden  and  warm.  We  were  fortunate  enough  to  get 
tickets  for  the  Dedicatory  Service  and  arrived  early  after  spending  the 
night  in  our  van  parked  on  the  city  dumps  —  not  a  vacant  room  to  be 
found  in  the  town. 

When  President  McKay  entered  the  Chapel  he  seemed  so  old  and 
frail,  but  when  he  rose  to  speak  at  the  pulpit,  his  voice  was  strong  and 
his  message  uplifting  —  truly  we  heard  a  Prophet  of  the  Lord. 

We  returned  to  South  Africa  with  our  testimonies  strengthened  an 
hundred  fold,  our  understanding  of  the  Gospel  increased,  and  a  greater 
desire  to  serve  in  the  Church. 

We  would  encourage  all  members  to  prepare  to  visit  the  temple  as 
soon  as  possible.  The  blessings  and  happiness  that  follow  far  outweigh 
the  sacrifices  that  may  have  to  be  made.  We  ourselves  did  not  have  suffi- 
cient funds  to  finance  fhe  trip,  and  were  most  reluctant  to  borrow.  We 
discussed  our  problem  with  President  Alldredge  and  he  felt  that  borrowing 
the  money  was  the  solution  —  it  proved  to  be  the  case  for  us  and  we 
know  that  we  did  the  right  thing.  Of  course,  this  may  not  be  the  right 
course  for  everyone  to  follow;  but  the  Lord  will  prepare  a  way  for  each 
one  of  us  to  visit  His  House.  We  are  planning  to  go  again  in  the  not- 
too-distant  future.

^Y|"IK.E  was  a  long  way  from  home.  He  hadn't  stopped  to  really  think  if  it 
-Lt-L  was  right  to  run  on  Sunday,  but  it  had  rained  hard  Saturday  that 
the  Meet  had  been  postponed  until  Sunday.  The  coach  said  anyone  who  had 
other  commitments  for  Sunday  didn't  have  to  compete.  He  said  they  could 
take  a  bus  the  one-hundred  miles  back  to  the  university.  But  Mike  decided 
he  would  stay  and  run  even  though  it  meant  missing  church.  After  all,  it 
was  only  once,  and  it  was  an  important  Meet. 

There  were  few  free  hours  before  the  Meet  so  Mike  decided  to  look 
up  some  people  from  his  home  town  who  were  staying  in  the  town  where 
the  Meet  was  being  held.  It  was  good  to  see  someone  from  home  for  the 
first  time  in  four  months,  but  it  startled  him  when  Rick  said,  "What  would 
the  folks  at  home  say  if  they  knew  you  were  in  a  Track  Meet  on  Sunday?" 
Even  though  it  came  in  a  friendly,  teasing  sort  of  way,  the  remark  caught 
Mike  off  guard. 

As  he  walked  alone  through  the  unfamiliar  streets  to  the  stadium, 
a  multitude  of  questions  forced  themselves  into  his  mind.  "Why  am  I 
different  here  than  I  am  at  home?  Would  I  do  one  thing  at  home  to  please 
my  friends  and  folks  and  do  something  else  here  to  please  the  coach  and 
the  team?  How  can  I  respect  myself  if  this  is  the  way  I  am?  And  yet,  is 
there  anything  I  can  do  to  change  myself?  It  seems  as  though  I  just  go 
along  and  do  things  as  the  pressure  of  the  moment  dictates.  Am  I  really 
free  to  do  what  I  think  is  right?  Who  am  I  anyway?" 

Later  during  the  week,  Mike  was  reading  for  a  philosophy  class  and 
came  across  the  following  statement  in  a  book  by  Bertrand  Russell : 

"Well,  I  have  to  explain  that  that  was  what  I  thought  when  I  was 
adolescent.  I  thought  then  that,  owing  to  the  laws  of  dynamics,  all  the 
movements  of  matter,  from  the  primitive  nebula1  right  onward  were 
wholly  determinate,  and  this  involved  any  speaking.  And  therefore  I 
thought  that  the  laws  of  dynamics  made  it  certain  at  the  time  of  the 
primitive  nebula  exactly  what  Mr.  A.  would  say  on  every  given  occasion. 
Therefore  Mr.  A  hadn't  any  free  will  as  to  what  he  would  say"2

Mike's  mind  went  back  to  last  weekend  and  the  questions  he  had 
asked  himself  then.  Could  it  be  that  the  life  of  a  human  being  is  one 
highly  complex  chemical  reaction,  completely  pre-determined  from  begin- 
ning to  end.  The  question   struck   Mike  with  frightening  force.  But   then 
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even  Bertrand  Russell  in  his  more  mature  years,  seemed  not  quite  to 
believe  the  argument  that  had  so  impressed  him  in  adolescence. 

For  some  reason  Mike  suddenly  remembered  a  story  in  a  collection 
of  German  poetry  and  short  stories  he  had  read. 

There  was  once  a  young  man  who  was  a  servant  of  a  great  king.  The 
king's  very  beautiful  daughter  and  this  young  man  fell  in  love  and  tried 
to  run  away  together.  Unfortunately,  they  were  caught.  The  king  gathered 
all  the  lords  and  ladies  of  his  court  to  watch  his  punishment  of  the  two 
lovers.  The  young  man  had  to  stand  in  an  arena.  In  the  side  of  the  arena 
were  two  identical  doors,  and  the  young  man  had  to  choose  one  of  them. 
Behind  one  was  the  king's  daughter,  and  if  he  chose  this  door  he  would 
be  made  a  lord  in  the  king's  court  and  could  marry  the  king's  daughter. 
Behind  the  other  door  was  a  very  hungry  tiger.  If  he  chose  that  door,  he 
would  have  to  fight  the  tiger  to  the  death.  The  story  ends  with  question : 
Which  door  did  he  choose? 

Mike  put  himself  in  the  position  of  that  young  man  and  found  it 
impossible  to  deny  that  a  man  can  and  must  make  decisions  that  affect 
the  course  of  his  life.  He  remembered  the  feeling  of  last  Sunday  —  the 
frustrating  feeling  of  being  pushed  around  by  other  people's  desires,  good 
or  bad  — ■  the  feeling  of  being  helpless  to  determine  what  he  really  is.  Mike 
wondered  if  there  had  been  a  time  when  he  had  stood  before  two  doors 
and  had  to  decide  whether  or  not  he  would  run  on  Sunday.  He  realized 
that  he  had  made  his  decision  —  he  had  made  it  when,  after  a  long 
hesitation,  he  told  the  coach  he  didn't  want  to  go  back  with  the  bus  but 
would  rather  stay  and  compete. 

The  thing  that  troubled  Mike  was  the  reason  for  the  decision.  Mike 
had  not  run  well  all  season,  and  since  this  was  the  last  meet  of  the 
season,  he  wanted  very  much  to  impress  the  coach  and  the  team  and  win 
their  approval.  This  year  at  university  was  Mike's  first  time  away  from 
home  and  he  had  a  natural  desire  to  be  accepted  into  his  unfamiliar  new 
world.  As  he  looked  back  on  last  weekend  he  realized  he  had  stayed 
because  he  wanted  to  be  accepted,  not  because  of  what  he  thought  was 
right  or  wrong.  He  remembered  what  his  Dad  always  said  when  there 
was  a  decision  to  be  made.  "Mike,  you  do  what  you  think  is  right."  He 
felt  ashamed  of  himself.  Ashamed  because  he  had  given  up  his  right  to 
make  a  choice  and  let  outside  forces  make  it  for  him.  But  now  he  was 
certain  that  he  was  more  than  a  complex  chemical  reaction.  He  knew  there 
is  something  that  he  calls  "myself".  He  knew  that  within  certain  bounds 
that  "self"  is  free. 

Now  new  questions  suggested  themselves.  Mike  can  make  decisions, 
but  must  he  always  choose  between  two  identical  doors,  or  is  there  a 
guide  to  what  is  right  and  what  is  wrong?  And  if  there  is  such  a  guide, 
does  that  destroy  freedom?  That  would  be  like  the  young  servant  knowing 
behind  which  door  his  beloved  is  standing. 

The  following  Sunday  Mike  was  attending  a  Leadership  Meeting  at 
church.  While  waiting  for  the  meeting  to  begin,  he  heard  some  children 
singing  in  another  room.  They  were  practising  one  of  their  Primary  songs, 
"lead  me,  guide  me,  walk  beside  me,  Help  me  find  the  way."  These 
children  knew  the  answers  to  Mike's  questions,  and  as  they  sang  he  knew 
it  too. 

There  is  a  guide  —  someone  to  help  him  choose  the  right  door.  But 
this  guide  loves  him  too  much  to  take  away  his  freedom.  He  does  not 
show  Mike  what  is  behind  the  door,  but  His  still  small  voice  whispers. 
"Choose  the  right  way,  the  way  I  showed  you  when  you  were  with  me." 
It  is  as  if  the  king's  servant  had  a  trusted  friend  beside  him  who  knows 
what  lies  behind  each  door  and  whispers,  "Choose  this  door."  The  servant 
is  still  free.  He  still  must  decide,  but  he  must  decide  whether  he  will 
follow  his  friend  or  try  to  decide  alone.  Mike  knew  that  these  children

CURTAIN  time,  USA,  turned  out  to  be  many  things  besides  dance, 
song  and  comedy."

"Wherever  we  happened  to  be  on  Sunday,  we  held  regular  worship 
sevices.  Perhaps  the  one  we  remember  best  was  in  a  small  hotel  room  in 
the  holy  city,  Jerusalem. 

We  were  very  tired.  It  was  late  at  night  when  we  arrived  in  Jerusalem. 
We  had  travelled  from  Athens  that  day.  But  we  couldn't  go  to  sleep  until 
we  had  our  Sabbath  service,"  the  troupers  said. 

In  Pakistan,  a  city  of  two  million  people,  they  located  one  Latter-day 
Saint,  Nami  Tingland,  a  Swedish  girl  doing  government  work.  She  joined 
them  in  their  Sunday  services. 

"Later,  we  went  to  visit  their  services.  They  were  delighted  when  our 
quartet  sang  'Oh,  My  Father'  and  when  we  all  sang,  'Come,  Come  Ye 
Saints'." 

The  troupers  left  Utah  in  February.  They  put  on  the  show  uncounted 
times.  Viewers  agreed  that  the  show  lost  none  of  its  vitality  and  sparkle 
when  nearly  10,000  Utah  fans  turned  out  to  see  the  finale  in  George  Albert 
Smith  Fieldhouse  at  BYU  in  July. 

On  their  homeward  trip  the  show  was  presented  in  London,  at  the 
United  Nations  and  at  the  Worlds  Fair  in  New  York  and  at  a  special  presen- 
tation for  the  U.S.  State  Department,  sponsor  of  the  goodwill,  people-to- 
people  tour. 

EUROPE  HEARS  TABERNACLE  CHOIR 

rpHE  historically  famous  Tabernacle  closed  its  doors  to  tourists  early 
-*-  Wednesday  morning,  but  opened  its  acoustically  sensitive  interior  to 
people  in  far  away  Europe. 

In  a  quarter-hour  broadcast  in  French,  and  a  similar  programme  in 
German,  Tabernacle  Organist  Dr.  Alexander  Schreiner  provided  special 
organ  offerings  characteristic  of  the  receiving  countries. 

The  specially  produced  programme  travelled  via  land  line  to  the  studios 
of  Radio  New  York  Worldwide  ■ —  WRUL  and  from  there  to  the  Com- 
munications Satellite  Corporation  sending  station  at  Andover,  Maine.  From 
there  the  signal  was  bounced  off  the  "Early  Bird"  Satellite,  which  is  in 
synchronous  orbit  with  the  earth  over  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  and  received  by 
a  station  outside  Paris,  France.  It  was  then  directed  to  Studio  151  of  Radio 
et  Television  Francaise,  and  back  again  over  the  same  route  to  the  U.S. 

Those  who  received  the  transmission,  not  only  heard  music  by  the 
Tabernacle  Choir  and  Organ,  but  were  introduced  to  Salt  Lake  City  and 
Temple  Square  as  well. 

According  to  first  reports,  the  entire  experimental  broadcast  through 
"Early  Bird"  was  a  success.

President  Quealy  visited  LDS  servicemen  in  Saigon,  Bien  Hoa,  Da 
Nang  and  surrounding  areas  to  better  organize  the  servicemen's  groups 
so  that  they  can  take  care  of  the  influx  of  Church  members  spreading  over 
the  South  Viet  Nam  area.

"Aware  of  the  ability  to  portray 
the  expression  and  feeling  in  facial 
features,  this  artist  has  studied  and 
explored  the  culture  of  the  fast- 
disappearing  African  native  tribes. 
He  has  endeavoured  to  capture  the 
moods  and  feelings  of  the  indivi- 
duals displayed  in  their  facial  ex- 
pressions. 

His  painting  career  began  only  a 
year  ago  when  the  desire  to  project 
these  feelings  came  to  the  fore. 
Many  long  hours  of  work  investiga- 
tion since  then  has  resulted  in  the 
work   which    is  displayed. 

Entirely  self-taught,  he  has  paint- 
ed many  canvasses  employing 
various  techniques  such  as  pallet- 
knife    work    of   semi-impressionistic 


type  and  portraits  in  brush  work. 

Employing  a  different  technique, 
he  has  brought  forth  these  studies  in 
oils  done  on  a  material  lending  soft- 
ness and  depth.  They  give  some- 
what of  an  insight  into  custom  of 
such  individuals  as  an  ISANGOMA 
(tribal  witch  doctor)  of  the  Zulu 
nation;  the  beauty  and  stateliness  of 
a  woman  of  the  Ndebele  people. 

The  artist  hopes  that  those  who 
attend  the  exhibition  of  these  works 
will  be  enriched  by  their  visit 
through  the  entire  presentation  of 
the  studies  and  portraits  of  the 
African   people." 

"The  Star"  ran  a  two-column 
article  with  a  picture  of  Brother 
Cramer  and  his  paintings.  The  head- 
line reads :  "A  Missionary,  an 
Artist  and  a  Sportsman." 

Brother  Cramer  joined  the  Church 
in  November  1954  at  the  age  of 
fourteen.  He  served  as  a  missionary 
and  while  on  his  mission  was  ap- 
pointed Supervising  Elder  of  the 
Pretoria  Missionary  District.  He 
now  serves  in  the  presidency  of  the 
First  qourum  of  Elders  as  the  First 
Counsellor. 

The  Klerksdorp  Branch  purchased 
one  of  his  studies  of  the  Christ  for 
their  new  chapel.  Brother  Cramer's 
other  clients  include  doctors,  busi- 
nessmen, hotel  managers,  and 
tourists.

ONE  of  the  highlights  in  our  young  lives  was  the  day  we  stood  before 
President  Powrie,  our  family  and  friends  to  be  joined  together  in 
matrimony.  But  that  Saturday  afternoon  our  thoughts  were  projecting  into 
the  future  with  a  greater  goal  in  sight.  The  words  "till  death  do  you  part" 
meant  that  all  we  were  to  go  through  in  life,  companionship  with  each 
other  and  love  for  a  family,  was  to  be  swept  away  by  the  hand  of  death. 
No  this  was  not  good  enough.  With  the  help  of  our  loved  ones  and  sacri- 
fice on  our  part,  we  had  saved  enough  money  to  go  to  the  House  of  the 
Lord. 

We  flew  by  jet  to  London  and  despite  Bessie's  airsickness  and  the 
airline's  loss  of  paper  packets  we  arrived  in  one  piece.  We  journeyed 
through  the  summer-green  Surrey  countryside  to  Edenbrooke,  a  church- 
owned  boarding  house.  To  our  great  surprise  and  delight  the  boarding 
house  was  invaded  by  missionaries  from  the  Irish  Mission.  They  had  also 
come  to  visit  the  Lordls  Temple  which  just  a  few  miles  away  stood  as 
an  evidence  of  our  faith  and  belief  that  such  sacred  buildings  are  necessary 
for  our  salvation. 

In  the  brisk  air  of  early  Monday  we  all  left  by  bus  for  the  temple. 
There  was  a  wonderful  spirit  among  the  missionaries  and  we  felt  so  much 
a  part  of  it.

With  many  of  our  brothers  and  sisters  in 
the  Gospel  present  we  heard  the  Temple  President  pronounce  us  man 
and  wife  "  for  time  and  all  eternity." 

We  know  Joseph 
Smith  to  be  a  true  Prophet  of  God.  Through  our  visit  to  the  temple  we 
know  more  surely  that  God  lives  and  that  we  are  His  children.

\  T  long  last  the  great  day  for  which  we  had  waited  so  long  dawned. 
^*-The  months  of  eager  anticipation,  of  scrupulous  saving,  of  spiritual 
preparation  were  about  to  be  fulfilled.  In  a  few  moments  we  were  to  board 
a  DC-7  flight  to  Amsterdam. 

Our  flight,  via  Luanda  and  Malta  proved  very  interesting,  as  we  flew 
over  Central  Africa  and  the  Sahara  Desert,  and  as  the  sun  was  setting, 
over  the  beautiful  snowcapped  Switzerland.

Words  fail  to  describe  the  holiness  of  these  beautiful  moments.  They 
shall  live  with  us  till  all  shall  be  fulfilled,  based  only  upon  principles  of 
righteousness  and  faithfulness.  Indeed  so  great  was  our  joy  that  our  hearts 
were  full  and  had  not  enough  room  to  receive  it. 

This  stately  building,  surrounded  by  stretched-out  gardens  and  a 
serene  quiet,  thrilled  us. 

The  beautiful  interior  with  its  exquisite  rooms  and  corridors  lends 
towards  a  great  spiritual  atmosphere.  Here  within  the  walls  of  His  House, 
I  could  feel  His  presence  so  near. 

I  do  testify  to  you  that  this  is  truly  the  work  of  the  Lord,  and  no 
matter  how  great  the  sacrifice  is  to  go  to  the  House  of  the  Lord,  you  will 
be  rewarded  beyond  your  greatest  expectations.

T\TE  arrived  in  England  on  Friday,  July  26,  1963.  Duane  and  Merril 
"  »  Jakins  of  Durban  were  at  Southampton  to  meet  us  when  our  ship 
docked.  We  did  not  expect  to  visit  the  Temple  that  same  evening  as  we 
had  been  advised  that  Temple  Sessions  were  only  held  on  Saturdays,  but 
we  were  fortunate  that  a  special  Session  was  being  held  that  Friday  even- 
ing, so  we  received  our  endowments  the  very  day  we  arrived  in  England. 
On  Saturday,  July  27,  we  "were  sealed  as  husband  and  wife  for  time 
and  all  eternity  in  the  House  of  the  Lord"  —  these  are  actual  words  con- 
tained on  our  marriage  certificate.

were  singing  to  a  guide  that  he  could  trust,  if  only  he  could  go  to  Him 

and  ask  his  guidance. 

More  than  ever  before,  Mike  needed  answers  to  the  other  questions 
he  had  asked  himself  last  Sunday.  He  knew  he  was  free  but  what  about 
his  self-respect?  He  had  the  power  to  choose  to  make  his  decisions  blindly 
or  to  choose  to  follow  his  guide's  counsel,  which  is  free  for  the  asking.

to  the  spiritual  affairs  of  the  people,  to  re-open  the  mission  so  that  active 
proselyting  and  organizational  activities  might  be  resumed,  and  to  alleviate 
their  sufferings,  by  distributing  food,  clothing,  bedding  and  other  needed 
supplies  to  them  through  the  welfare  programme  of  the  Church.  For  ten 
months  Elder  Benson  traveled  some  sixty-thousand  miles  through  war-torn 
countries  giving  comfort  and  blessings  to  the  people  and  organizing  them 
to  administer  the  necessary  assistance.  He  was  released  from  this  calling 
on  December  11,  1946. 

Elder  Benson  was  chosen  by  former  American  President  Dwight  D. 
Eisenhower  as  his  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  The  outstanding  leader  served 
in  the  American  Cabinet  from  1952  until  1960.  As  Secretary  of  agriculture, 
Elder  Benson  met  many  leading  government  officials  of  many  lands.  He 
won  respect  of  those  who  worked  with  him  as  a  man  who  lived  his  religion. 

After  serving  in  the  government,  he  was  appointed  President  of  the 
European  Mission  with  the  headquarters  at  Frankfurt,  Germany.  He  and 
his  family  lived  in  Germany  until  their  call  as  President  of  the  British  Isles- 
South  African  Mission. 

He  is  married  to  Flora  Smith  Amussen  and  is  the  father  of  six  children 
— two  sons,  who  both  filled  missions,  and  four  daughters. 
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
